From this we learn that the whole rank 
and lile of the nriny is not over si.t thous- 
and live hundred men. Hut u single regi- 
ment is MOW stationed on the Northern fron- 
tier, from Maine lo Lake Superior; and hut 
one of dragoons and two of infanlry, from 
St. Anthony's Falls to N. Orleans. The 
artillery regiments, reduced by detach- 
ments of four coinpanies from each are in 
garrison along the senboanl, from New- 
port to New Orleans, and the iciiiaining, 
and larger portion of the army is now in 
Texan; the political reasons being given, 
Vfhicli led the government to place them 
there; nor is it lho"glit prudent to remove 
them thence, until our relations with 
Mexico shall have assumed a more settled 
«nd amiciible character. Should there be 
found any necessity to increase the army, 
the Secretary proposes lo make it upon the 
basis of the regiments, not by creat'ng new 
ones, lie would add to the rank and lile, so 
as to make each infanlry company consist 
of sixty eight men, and each dragoon com- 
pany, of sixty thus increasing the number 
ol" privates without an increase of officers. 
Hesides the increase, it is also suggested, 
that an additional regiment of dragoons or 
mounted may be found necessary, should 
Congress adopt, as he thinks they will, the 
measure of establishing riiililary posts on 
the route to Oregon, extending them lo the 
Rocky Mountains.

He refers to 
the reporlsof the pension ofTn.-o. which has 
now registered upon ils books 20.921 pen- 
sionecrs — 2,371 addr-d during tlii" last 
year, and 1,438 known to have died, lie 
devotes a considerable space lo ilia Indian 
agency and the Indians — the Potlawato- 
mies, the Choctaws. ami particularly the 
Chernkees. Our rcl.itions with thetn all 
are pacific, and their condition, in the 
main, is improving under the influeiice of 
secular and religious ediication. Some 
unhappy differences exi s among the Cher- 
okees; the difTeient parlijs have delega- 
tions at Washington, and with .some ne- 
cessary legislative authority, it is thought 
llio Executive con remove ihc causes of 
dissatisfaction, and that then uur Indiaa 
relations will be settled on a permanent 
basis, and be likely to remain (jiiiot for a 
long time to come. Some communications, 
designated as interesting, are referred to 
as having been received from the sub- 
agent in Oregon. The number of Indians 
residii^ thoreia is i-sliiig|itod to forty-two 
thousand. They are represonled to be 
less war-like and savage than those on this 
side of tli« Rocky Moiiniains, disposed gen- 
erally to cultivate friendly relations with 
our citizens settled in that territory ; anJ 
not averse to the habits and pursuits of a 
civilized people. Considering their vast 
superiority in numbers over the emigrants, 
and the great difficulty in sending aid to 
the latter in the event of hostilities, it bo- 
comes important to adopt proper measures 
to preserve, confirm, and extend a friend- 
ly intercourse between tne Indian tribes 
and our citizens in Oregon. To this end, 
it is suggusled that a full agency should 
be established beyond the Rocky moun- 
tains, with ample |)Owers and liberal 
means lo maintain amicable relations with 
these tribes. It is also probable that the 
public interests will rc(|uire another agent 
lo reside among the Indians in 'I'exas. 

Thei'e was paid to the Iniliaiis, for an- 
nuities, and in fulfilment of other treaty 
stipulations, in the fiscal vear ending 30th 
June last, the sum of $806,.300 72. The 
Secretary of W ar is, moreover, the trus- 
tee of funds, belonging to different tribes, 
amounting to $2,140,691 — the annual in- 
terest of which is $111,679 OG. This is 
exclusive of ih'^ Chickasaw national fund 
of «1,679,399 40, of which the Secretary 
of the Treasury is the trustee. 

The Secretary devotes the remainder 
of his report to the organization of the 
militia. He suggests various alterations; 
and, among the rest, submits the question 
whether it might not be advisable lo reduce 
the. period of service from 18 years lo 21, 
upon the ground that, although citizens of 
oightecn years of.age are not loo young 
lo bear arms, they are not generally in 
a situation lo equip themselves with arms, 
as the law requires. In view of the bur- 
dens now imposed, he questions whether 
the militia duty should be exacted from 
persons under the age of Iwcnty-one years: 
and he farther suggests in conclusion, that

frantic. .\nd I was raised — as one can be 
only in dreams — to an eminence, whence I 
looked down on the ciiy, with its streets, its 
lanes and its alleys as we look on a panor- 
ama.
